From an outside post position, 
the Ross colt, alert at the post, rushed into a lead, 
which he lengthened tliroughout the five-eightlis 
and was pulling Schuttinger from the saddle at 
the end. Evergay tired after his effort to catch 
the flying leader and held on Just long enough to 
save place honors from the fast coming Feodor, 
wliich raced sluggishly in the early running, but 
flnall.v settled down under his rider’s capable 
guidance.

NEW YORK, N. Y., July 9.— Metropolitan turf patrons who have been eagerly awaiting the much 
discussed meeting of Sir Barton and Purchase in the Dwyer Stakes tomorrow may be doomed to disap- 
pointment, as it is not certain that Sir Barton will be a starter, altliough his name appears in the over- 
night entries. It deiieiids on whether or not Commander Ross’ great colt responds to the treatment 
trainer Bedwell has applied to a bruised hoof the colt is suffering from which he injured a few days 
ago whiie being prepared for tomorrow’s big race. It is to be sincerely hoped that such will be the 
case, as no other turf event of the New York season has attracted more interest than the prospective 
meeting of the champion three-year-old of the year and Purchase, the only three-year-old colt con- 
ce<led a clian<-e to take the measure of the sensational son of Star Shoot. The defeat of Purchase by 
Eternal in the Brooklyn Handicap is not taken seriously by the admirers of the Hildreth colt, as he was 
con<-('ding Eternal twelve pounds, and fractionsness at the post and Interference at the start were a 
combination of circumstances that contributed to his downfall. 

Purchase will have an advantage in the matter of weights in the Dwyer, three pounds less than 
Eternal, which is a sure starter, and nine pounds’ concession from Sir Barton. While this advantage is 
not to b»- overlooked, still Purchase has proved that he can shoulder heavy imposts and win. Tliat he is 
a colt of trememhius speed is i-onceeded by all, but beating Sir Barton is another question. One thing is 
certain — that if the latter is in condition to start It should be a wonderful race to witness and without 
doubt one of the largest crowds of the year will be present. Besides Sir Barton, Purchase and Eternal 
Cirrus, a stablemate of Purchase; Crystal Ford and Questionnaire are among the prospective starters.

'The Dwyer Stakes was formerly known as the Brooklyn Derby and run as such from 1887, when the 
great Hanover won it. ’Xhe noted Emperor of Norfolk, ridden by the noted Jockey, Isaac Murphy, was 
its second winner. Other famous horses that are included among its early winners are Russell, Dobbins, 
Keenan, who had a most romantic career in that he raced often and in many climes, even in far away 
India, where he won the Viceroy Cup; Handspring, Petruchio, Major Daingerfield and Bryn Mawr. Of 
later days stars who won it are Peter Pan, Fair Play, Dalmatian, Bock View, Roamer, Omar Khayyam 
and War Cloud are names familiar to turf followers of the present day. The interesting history of this 
popular event, the name of which was changed in honor to the memory of 1’. J. Dwyer, former owner of 
the Gravesend track, where the race was decided from the time of its institution in 1887 to 1910, in- 
clusive, is here presented in tabulated form:

Fall Campaign Reduced in Length 
from Last Year — List of Richly 
Endowed Stakes Provided. 



LEXINGTON, Ky., July 9. — The Kentucky State 
Racing Commission, chairman Johnson N. Camden, 
Judge .\llle W. Young and Messrs. T. A. Combs and 
J O. Keene present, met here today and allotted 
dates as follows for fall racing, the total number 
of days being thirty-eight. 

Lexington — Saturday, September 13, to Saturday, 
September 20; seven days. 

Latonia — Wednesday, September 24, to Saturday, 
October 18; twenty-two days. 

Louisville (Churchill Downs) — Thursday, October 
23, to Saturday, November 1; nine days. 

In addition to the Breeders’ Futurity at Lexington 
and the Latonia Championship Stakes and Queen 
City Handicap at Latonia, which already have been 
closed, the following stakes to be decided in the 
fall were sanctioned: 

At Lexington — Lexington Cup Handicap, $5,000 
added, for three -year -olds and over, one and one- 
half miles. 

At Latonia — Latonia Handicap, $5,000 added, for 
three-year-olds and over, one mile and a sixteenth. 

Fort Thomas Handicap, $4,000 added, for two- 
year-olds and over, three-quarters. 

Autumn Handicap, $5,000 added, for three-year- 
olds and over, three-quarters. 

Latonia Cup, $7,500 added, a handicap, for three- 
year-olds and over, two' miles and a quarter. 

Twin City Handicap, $5,000 added, for three- 
year-olds, one and five-eighths of a mile. 

At Churchill Down-s — Falls City Handicap, $4,000 
added, for three-year-olds and Over, one and one- 
sixteenth miles. 

Golden Rod Handicap, $4,000 added for two- 
year-olds, one mile. 

I.«nisville Cup, $5,000 added handicap, for three- 
year-olds and over, two miles. 

Thomas Hodge, trainer, was reinstated and put 
In good standing upon the turf. Jockey G. Leeils 
was ruled off the turf for alleged rough riding and 
fraud. 

All trainers and Jockeys recommended by the li- 
cense committee were granted licenses. A list was 
not given to the press. 

The following new rules were offered: 

“Resolved, that all persons during their sus- 
pension shall not be allowed upon the race tracks 
at any time during said suspension. 

“Resolved, that the Jockey Club give a maiden 
Jo<key race each week.” 

Tlie meeting adjourned to meet subject to the 
call of the chairman.

EMPIRE FIRST RUK IK 1907. 

The Empire City Handicap has always produced 
gnuit struggles. It was first run for in 1907, when 
Prince Ahmed won, and since that time Dalmatian. 
Short Grass, Spur, Roanier and other really gootl 
horst>a have won it. Spur i-arrieil the colors of presl- 
ilciit Bntlcr to victory in 1917, and it will be inter- 
esting to see if the gallant son of King James can 
score a comelwck. He Is receiving a careful preiw- 
ration for the race at toe hands of Diek Miller, and 
while his arduous campaign as a three-ycar-ohl must 
have sapped some of his vitality, he looks well and 
may achieve fresh laurels this wason. 

Roomer is nnotlier that is expected to perform 
well at the Yonkers course. He was always fond 
of tlH* springy footing of tliis course, and some of 
his Is'st races have been riiii over It. He won the 
Empire City Handicap in 1918 with 128 pounds up 
ami oiiiah^l the track record of 1:51 for tlie dis- 
tance. wliicli are also the figures to the cretlit of 
Diilinatian in 1910. 

Purchase is now hailed as the only serious oppo- 
nent of Sir Barton for the three-year-old throne, 
and lie should find the Empire City Handicap to 
his liking. Sam Hildreth trained and owned Dalnia- 
tlan wlien that stout three-year-old shouldered 
118 iKuinds and won the event. Hildreth has al- 
ways maintained that Dalmatian was strictly first- 
el.iss — one of tlie best performers he bad ever owned 
— ami tlie colt showed his high-class after going to 
England. It is no secret that Hildreth entertains 
a high estimate of Purchase’s prowess. If he can 
win the Empire City Handicap the big son of 
Ormomiale’s star will be in the ascendancy and he 
will not lack for backers when he meets Sir Bar- 
ton and otliers in the Empire City Derby on Satur- 
day, July 19. 

DOMIKAKT TO RACE. 

Dominant and Old Rosebud arc a pair of n-juve- 
nated speed marvels that will also be seen under 
colors in the Empire City Handicap. The former 
was a mighty two-year-old, but did not stand train- 
ing ns a three or four-year-old. He has been away 
from the races for two years, which was tlie (leriod 
0 <'cup!cd by Old Rosebud in the seclusion of the 
’l’‘'xas ranch of the veteran breeder and racing man, 
Wade McLemore. The rest treatment is really the 
best after all for ailing tendons, and Old Rosebud 
In 1917 was quite a sensational performer. Early 
this spring he seemed to have all his old dash, but 
during June at Ijitonia he ran a few dull races. 
He should do better at Empire, which slionhl suit 
him to perfection. Dominant has shown that he 
possesses as mncli speed as ever, and the nature 
of his iH-rforiniince is only a question of his being 
wound up for a siipn-mc effort. James Rowe will 
attemi to that. 

Midway, winner of the Kentucky Handicap; Ex- 
terminator. which captured the Kentucky IK-rby in 
191S; l^iiiius; Uorn Tassel, winner of this year’s 
Siihiirlian Handicap; Tliiiiiderclap, Bonifac<‘, Star 
Master. Sun Briar, Vimlex. Be Frank, King Plaudit 
and Ti|ipity Witclict are some of the other eligibh's. 

Easterners will profailily have their first g1im|>se 
of the great western two-year-old filly Miss Jemima 
in the Demoi.>Mqip Slakes on Wednesday, July 16. 
This s|K>edy miss is haihal as a champion of her age 
and si‘X. She lias many victories alreatly this sea- 
son to lier cnslit and lier iierforroances have h<-en 
iiotliiiig sliort of sensational. Many eastern owners 
have tried to pureliase her, but her owners, Messrs. 
Steifel ami Rowe, liave refus«>d to put a priiv on 
her. A daiigliter of the Peter Pan horse Black 
Toney, and from the Iteu Brush dam Belgravia, she 
is bnul in the purple. 

There will tie one or more stakes or handicaps 
every day during the meeting, and secretary 
Schuumliiirg has prepared a program that should 
tiring out tlie Is-st horses in training.

ALBERTA PROTECTED GAME INCREASE 

The Alberta provincial game laws have been 
amended to iiermit the shooting of prairie chickens 
during the last two weeks in October, and ex- 
tended the season for wild sheen ansi goats to 
Novenilsr 1. according to a bulletin of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific railway. Prairie chickens have been 
protecteil for two years, and the season for sheep 
and goats formerly extended from September 1 to 
Octols-r 14, only with a limit of two males per 
liuiiter. 

I’rairie cliickens, or sliarp-talled grouse, were 
ladiig rapidly decimated in the prairie provin<-es 
a few years ago, from a variety of causes.. One, 
of coiirs»>, was tiie scatter gun, and this was coii- 
tndled by Uiw. Otlier causes included hawks, 
crtiws and coyotes, all of wliieh destroy the old 
and young chickens and the eggs. 

Therefore tlie siKirtsineii, during the inhibited 
lieriial, Imviiig lH“en waging sharp warfare on the 
wild enemies of the prairie chicken, w'ith the result 
that tlie latter have iiiereased in such marked 
nuiiilx'rs as to justify a brief open season. No- 
vemlMT. wliieh was open season in past years, re- 
mains tightly closed. This is to afford a lietter 
fighting eliaiice for tlie birds when the snow drives 
them iato tn-es and straw stacks. 

Extension of the sheep and goat season was for 
two reasons. First was the fact that the govern- 
ment protection during most of the year has brought 
a considerable increase in their numbers. 'The 
other reason was tliat tlie season for moose does 
not op<-n until November 1, and this. In the past 
few years has compelled the tourist hunter to spend 
two w<-eks ill idleness after shooting slie**p and 
goats, or else forego entirely the pleasure of a 
iiiiMise liunt. 

Tlie iiiereasiug imiiortance of tlie mountains of 
eeiitral and iiortherii British t'oliiinhia and .\ila»rta 
as a game fiehl and the rapid s<*ttieiuent es|M-eiaIly 
of the farm lands in Alberta and the Neehako and 
Biille.v valleys of Britisli Columbia, have brought 
provincial game laws under close surveillance, with 
the n-siill that no move to inuirove game conditions 
is overlmikeil.

Ru«en> County Jockey Club Sets a Good Example 
in Selecting Titles for Feature Races. 



NEW YORK, N. Y., July 9. — The Queens County 
Jockey Club has made a hit among horsemen by 
naming some of its fixed events in honor of the 
great race horses of the past, instead of giving 
names to the stakes whieti have no significance 
whatever in connection with the turf, or worse yet, 
are merely borrowed names of some great races, 
like the Epsom Derby or the Epsom Oaks in Eng- 
land. whose conditions are not appropriated along 
with the names. 

At tlie summer meeting now in progress on the 
IMipiiIar Aqueduct track there have be«*n races, 
iisiially overnight handicaps, named to commemorate 
tlie brilliant iierformances of such champions as 
Regret, the only filly that ever won the Kentucky 
Iterby; Hanover, the greatest raee horse and later 
the greatest sire of his time; Hindoo, the sire of 
Hanover and a greater raee horse than his son; 
Ra<-elaiid. winner of seventy races and $116,000; 
Broomstick, a nonirareil among race horses and 
sires; Sir Walter, the hero of thirty-thre<> races 
worth $90,840; Africander, winner of $101,345; 
Miss Wooilford, the greatest winning mare the 
modern turf has seen, winner of thirty -seven races 
and $118,270; Dobbins, the rival of Domino and the 
winner of twenty-one races out of forty-two starts 
and $111,012; Artful, tlie conqueror of Sysonby. 
and Kingston, whose eighty-nine winning races 
netted $138,917, a sum that only fonr horses have 
equaled in the history of the American turf. 

There is little enough in present day sprint rac- 
ing to keep the old-time turf champions from being 
forgotten, anif Fied Rehberger, the secretary at 
Aqueduct, has set an example which other raring 
officials might well follow in giving their names 
to the better class of races at their meetings. 
Plent.v of good names of race horses remain uiiiis^, 
and then there are the great sires and the famous 
breeders, owners, trainers and jocke.vs of olden 
times to draw on before it becomes necessary to 
multiply such meaniagless titles as the Albany 
Handicap, the Bellrsse Stakes, the Bushwick 
Steeplecliase, the Paumonok Handicap and the 
Garden City Selling Stakes. 

BELXOirr PARK’S EMPTY TITLES. 

The Westchester Raring Association has its Bel- 
mont, Withers, Keene Memorial. Ijawrence Kealissu- 
tioii and a few others to keep alive the memory of 
noted turfmen of a greater day, but the Harlem, 
tlie Platts<lale. the Douglastou, Searingtown, Bay- 
side and Elmont are empty titles which ought to 
be changed to something as full of meaning to lutrse- 
mcn as the Union, toe Centreville, the 'Tenbroeck. 
the Woodburn, the Belle Meade, tlie Iroquois and 
the Lexington. 

At the Empire City track, where the horses will 
be racing next Saturday, tlie fifteen stakes arc 
witoout a single name suggestive of horse, man, 
track or stud of historic character. Tlie Metropidi- 
tan Jockey Club at Jamaica is little better off, and 
tliougii Saratoga lias many libdoric stakes, only a 
few, like the Travers, tlie Spinawny and the San- 
ford blemorial are appropriately named, while many 
more bear such j-olorless names as the Mechanics- 
ville Handicap, the Baalston Spa Steeplechase and 
tlie Amsterdam Selling Stakes. 

In the early winners of the Travers, the Saratoga 
Cup and the Kenner, with their owners, the Sara- 
toga Association has a wealth of attractive names, 
and it is to be hoped that some of its fixed events 
of the future will commemorate the achievements, 
of Kentucky, Glenelg, Harry Bassett, Joe Daniels, 
Tom Bowling Falsetto, Grenada, Longfellow, Parole, 
Bramble, Checkmate, Thora, Luke Blackburn and 
Enqnirer, or of turfmen like John Hunter, Francis 
Morris, Pierre Lorillard, R. A. Alexander, John M. 
Clay, David 5IcI>aniel, ttoorge Ij. Lorillard, John 
Hnriier and General W. G. Harding, all of whose 
names are closely associated with racing at Sara- 
toga in the great days when a horse that could not 
run a mile or more and repeat after a dead heat 
was looked upon with contempt. 



Odds-Ou Favorite, but Rubs Unplaced to Loch 
Lomond in the Irish Derby. 

Tlie Tri.sh Derby was run at the Curragh track 
June 23. 'Two circumstances lent unusual interest 
to the occasion, and the attendance was enormous, 
record-breaking for the course. One was the fact 
that for the Urst time the race was run at its 
new and Increased value of $20,000. The other was 
the presence of the Epsom Derby failure, 'The 
Panther, in the list of starters. He went to the 
post a 4 to 3 favorite, but did no better than in 
the big Epsom race, finishing fifth. The Irish 
colt Loch Lomond, second choice at 3 to 1, was 
the easiest of winners in a canter by six good 
lengths. The summary :

GENERAL NEWS NDTES DF THE DAY 

UHirAGO, 111., July 9.— Weather forecast: Illi- 

nois — Partly cloudy weather; probably Io<-al thun- 
der showers late tonight of Thursiiay in north and 
i-entnll iiortions. eontinueil warm, followed by some- 
what cooler Tliiirsday afternoon or niglit in noi'tli 
and central portions. Missouri and Kansas — Partly 
cloudy tonight and Thursday; continued warm. 
General forecast — The indications are for local thun- 
der showers tonight or Thursday in portions of 
Iowa, Illinois and Wisconsin, while generally fair 
weather is probable over the remainder of this fore- 
cast district until Thursday night. The temperature 
will continne above the seasonal normal generally, 
although slightly cooler weather is probable in the 
iiiqier Mississippi valley and western lake region 
Thursday afternoon or night. 

WEIMAR, Germany, July 9. — The initial step to- 
ward mising the great war indemnity iiiiiMise'd on 
Germany by tlie allies was taken liere tliis aftemimn 
when Dr. Mathias Erxherger. vii'o-chaneellor and 
iiiiiiister of finanee, iiitrodiici'd tea new reveiiiii' bills 
designeil to incn‘Mse the income of the republic by 
900 per cent, 'fhe nieasiires provide for: Ex-pro- 

priation of large' fortunes; siiecial taxation on nil 
fortunes increased during the war; taxation on the 
profits of real estate transactions; tuxiitioii on 
amnseinents; inlieritunis- taxes; a federal tax *m the 
profits by German states from the sale of lands 
used for military purposes during the war; addi- 
tional (axes on sugar; tlim- bills for additional 
taxes on Tobaci-o, matches and playing cards. 

WASlIING’niN. D. C„ July 9.— President Wilson 
returnisl to his desk balay after an alisenee of four 
months at tlie laiace conference to find such a mass 
of official business that it pruliahly will two 
weeks before he can start on his tour of the coun- 
try speaking for the peace treaty and the league 
of nations. Plans for the trip have not yet been 
isimpleted, hut it was said at the White House that 
the President iirobably would so time his schedule 
as to reach the Pacific coast at the time of the 
arrival tliere of the newly created Pacific fleet, 
whicli is to start from Hampton Ronds for Ban 
Francisco about the middleiof this month. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Jnd., July 9. — Under tlireat of 
tlie Federal government to quarantine the state 
against shipment of wheat because of disease ravag- 
ing the crop, a program of drastic action was 
mapped out by Governor Goodricli toilay. Prank M. 
Walbipe. state enttnoinologist. was dispatched to 
La Fu.vette to co-operate with Purdue University. 
The governor ordered tlie burning of four hundr^ 
acres of diseased grain and he will ask the legis- 
lature to reimburse tlie farmers whose crops are 
destroyed. 

SE.4TTLE, Wash., July 9. — Alaska’s fifth, ac- 
cording to government statistics, will return more 
revenue tliaii the country’s gold deposits, said I*rof. 
Henry B. Ward, iteud of the department of zoology 
of tlie University of Illinois, who is here today- 
on his way to Alaska on a mission for the United 
States biiriMiii of fislieries. Salmon caught in 
Alaskan waters last year brought $71,000,000 
wliolesale at tlie ' hortliern canneries. Prof. Ward 
said. 

PITTSBURGH, Pa., July 9. — United States At- 
torney K. L: Crawford filed information against 
tlie Pittsburgh Brewing company in tin* United 
States District Court tliis noon, cliarging violation 
of the war prohibition law.

HOW DOGS WORKED IN THE WAR 

Ten Thousand of All Breeds at the Front— Collies 
• Excellent Scouts, 

We have been used to a dog as a four-square 
Iiartner, a stanch and faithful friend and servant 
in iK-acetiine — l>ut tirobably few of us have regarded 
Idm in tlie light of a potential hero, writes Jean 
Belmont in Huuter-Trader-Trapper. However, he 
lias proven liimself just that— in Franco. Over there 
lie proved liimself just as true-blue in war as in 
jH-aee. and not a little of the credit for doing up 
tlie "l)ig job” belongs to liim. 

Recently a Belgian soldier of a dog-drawii ma- 
chine gun luittalion was asked what was tlie most 
lemarkuMe incident of the war tliat he observed 
in wliieli dogs played a part. He said: 

"It was tills. We were out in the front lino 
tronohos ongaging tho onomy. In the socond lino, a 
fow hiindrod yards bohind us wore lUe dogs at- 
tiiohod to ammunition oarts that tlioy wore to bring 
lip to us. It hapiioned that tlio soldier in charge 
of one of tho dogcarts was killed by Gorman shrap- 
nel. As tlie time upprouolied wlion wo nei-dod more 
ammunition wo looked toward tho roar and there 
wore two faithful dogs going over the top alone. 
Tlioy had loft their dead master bohind and wore 
coming over shell-swept terrain witli their prooioiis 
cargo hs-id of ammunition for us. It was a great 
r*-ception we gave tliem — they had been found true 
in our hour of net-d. 

"I obsiTved that war dogs were aware of the 
danger they were in. 'riiere was never any diffi- 
culty to lead them from the oiM-n into trenolies — they 
knew that meant protection. They could also toil, 
like the men. when shells were coming, and like 
men, tliey tri<*<l to dodge the shells. We all liked 
the dogs — but the men in the front line trenolies 
especially ai»preciatcii the daily visit* of the dogs —

because the dogs brouglit up from the rear lines the 
small carts containing our food. The dogs took 
turns, like the men, in making the trips to the 
front-line trench»»s. 'I'liey never refused to go 
anywhere on the battlefield. Wherever a man was 
lirave eiiougli to go the dogs would also go.” 

At the time of tlie signing of the armistice there 
were sonudhing like ten thousand dogs at the battle 
front. They ranged from Alaskan malamute to St. 
Bernard and from S«-otch collie to fox terrier. 
Oftentime they were placed on the regimental ros- 
ters the same as soldiers. Tliey shared all tho 
liurdships and perils of the soldiers themselves, and 
drew their turns in the rest camps in the same 
fasliioii. But they were always ready to go back, 
and it is not rc«-orded that a single one of them 
ever failed when it came to going over the top. 

Mounting guard at a listening post for long hours 
lit a stretch, igno'ing danger witli all tlie stolidness 
of a stoic, yet alert every moment, lie played a 
lieroic role. Many a time It was tlie keen ear of 
a collie that first caught tlie soiiiui of the approach- 
ing raiding party. A hark or a growl iniglit have 
told the raiders that they were discovered and thus 
liave prevented tlie animurs own forces from giving 
tlie foe a counter surprise. So he wagged his tail 
nervously — a canine uda)itutiou of the wig-wag sys- 
tem wiiicli his master interpreted and acteil uikui 
to tlie discomfiture of the enemy. Often whole 
<-ompaui»-s were saved f)ecause the dog i-ould reach 
farther into the distaiK-e with his st-nses tliuu could 
the soldiers themselves. It was found tli:it many 
dogs would do patrol and scout duty with any 
detachment. But there was another typ<‘ of dog 
worker needed in tlie trenches — the liasion dog, 
trained to s»*ek his master whenever turned loose. 
Amid exphaling shells, tlirough veritable fields of 
liell, he would crawl and creep, witli only one 
thought — to n-nch his master. Nor would he stop 
until the object of his seurch was attained. Muiiy 
a message of x>rime im|>ortaiice lie Ixire from one 
part of the field to another, and nouglit but death 
or overcoming could turn him aside.
